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DETAILED ACTION 

The Amendment, filed on November 10, 2003 lias been entered and 
acknowledged by the Examiner. 

Claims 1-9 are pending in the instant application. 

Applicant's arguments regarding claim 1 have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. The rejection of the application has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 -9 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claim 1 , the prior art of record neither teaches nor render obvious the 
low pressure discharge lamp having double helix having the combination of limitations 
as claimed and particularly the second end portions being farther off the lamp base and 
each having a gas-tight sealing , the second end portions being bent inwardly from the 
pitch of the helix and extending next to each other spaced apart by a clearance and a 
passageway formed between the second end portions and spaced apart by a distance 
from the sealing of each second end portion. 

Claims 2, 3 and 5-9 are allowed because of their dependency status from claim 

1. 

Regarding claim 4 the prior art of record neither teaches nor suggests the 
method of forming a discharge lamp having the envelope including discharge tube 
sections wound helically about a longitudinal axis, and the second end portions being 
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farther off the lamp base and each having a gas-tight sealing , the second end portions 
being bent inwardly from the pitch of the helix and extending next to each other spaced 
apart by a clearance and a passageway formed by blow molding and between the 
second end portions and spaced apart by a distance from the sealing of each second 
end portion.
